1 . (currently amended) A coin change dispense r designed to s e quent i a ll y 
e xtract from an input hopp e r p l ural typos of co i ns put in the input hopper, to sort tho 
e xtracted co i ns i nto their co i n typ e s, to stor e the sorted co i ns on a coin typ e by typ o bas i s, 
and to ej e ct one or mor e of th e stored coins i n a nec e ssary amount on a coin typ e by typ o 
basis i n r e sponse to a r e qu e st, th e coin chang e dispenser comprising: 

an input hopper for receiving plural types of coins; 

a sorter for sorting-toe coins d i scharged extracted from the input hoppe r into 
their coin types ;-afid 

a storage device for storing the coins sorted by the sorte r on a coin type bv 
type basis , the storage device including: 

a plurality of coin storage grooves provided respectively to the plural 
coin types and disposed parallel to each other, each of the coin storage grooves having a 
width dimension slightly greater than the diameter of a corresponding one of the types of 
coins and extending approximately horizontally; 

a carrier belt disposed along the base of each of the coin storage 
grooves to extend in the longitudinal direction of the coin storage grooves; and 

an ejector adapted to be moved between an operation position of 
allowing one or more of the coins to be ejected from the downstream end of each of the 
coin storage grooves, and a non-operation position of allowing the coins to be stacked on 
each other. 

2. (original) The coin change dispenser as defined in claim 1, wherein 
the carrier belt is disposed along one side of the base of each of the coin storage grooves. 
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3. (currently amended) The coin change dispenser as defined in claim-4 
of 2, wherein the ejector includes: 

an ejection belt having a carrying surface inclined upward toward 
downstream, and a lower end facing the base of each of the coin storage grooves; and 

an ejection control member having a stopper adapted to be moved to get 
close to and away from the carrying surface of the carrier belt. 

4. (new) The coin change dispenser as defined in claim 1, wherein the 
ejector includes: 

an ejection belt having a carrying surface inclined upward toward 
downstream, and a lower end facing the base of each of the coin storage grooves; and 

an ejection control member having a stopper adapted to be moved to get 
close to and away from the carrying surface of the carrier belt. 
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
